Ford and Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger, both without coats on the 
windswept airfield, shook hands 
and talked with the officials be­ 
fore embarking on the trip. 
As he departed on the first 
long flight of his 10-day trip, 
Ford indirectly appeared to ac­ 
knowledge he does not expect 


the United States and China to 
see eye to eye on key issues.

Kentucky woman 
guides operation 
on her own brain 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — A 
Kentucky woman is free of se­ 
vere headaches for the first 
time in her life after guiding a 
neurosurgeon in a delicate 17- 
hour operation on her own 
brain. 


“ It’s like walking a tight­ 
rope,” 
the Louisville doctor 
said. “The patient and the sur­ 
geon walk it together, moving 
cautiously 
and 
tediously 
to 
avoid any misstep that would 
lead to disaster.” 


The woman’s headaches were 
caused by abnormal blood ves­ 
sels 2Vi inches beneath her left 
temple, near brain centers that 
control speech and other vital 
functions. 
To seal off the abnormal 
blood flow without cutting off 
the normal flow to the speech 
centers, it was necessary she 


remain awake — protected by 
a local anesthetic — so her re­ 
sponses 
to electrical stim u­ 
lation of the brain could be ob­ 
served. 
The

but the ordeal paid off. The 
headaches are gone 
The neurosurgeon and the 
patient granted interviews after 
her 
recovery, 
though 
both 
asked that their names not be 
used. 
The woman, 45, said she had 
always felt “ my headaches just 
went with living and raising 
two children.” 
But they became worse, and 
last 
January she 
suffered 
numbness 
in 
one arm 
and 
shoulder and went temporarily 
blind in one eye. 
She was transferred in the 
spring to Norton’s Children’s 


Hospital in Louisville and the 
surgery, pioneered by neurosur­ 
geons from the University of 
Louisville School of Medicine, 
was performed in October 
During the 17 hours the oper­ 
ation lasted, the neurosurgeon 
took only two brief breaks. 
Both he and the anesthesiolog­ 
ist spoke to the woman during 
the operation. 
The patient, who had to re ­ 
main extremely still when the 
surgeon was working, was giv­ 
en several breaks to change 
her position slightly. Toward 
the end of the operation, when 
the malformation had been re ­ 
moved, she was given a gener­ 
al anesthetic and allowed to 
sleep

remain awake — protected by 
a local anesthetic — so her re­

served.

but the ordeal paid off. The 
headaches are gone. 
The neurosurgeon and the 
patient granted interviews after 
her 
recovery, 
though

asked that their names not be 
used. 
The woman, 45, said she had 
always felt “my headaches just 
went with living and raising 
two children.” 
But they became worse, and 
last 
January 
she 
suffered 
numbness 
in 
one 
arm 
and 
shoulder and went temporarily 
blind in one eye. 
She was transferred in the 
spring to Norton’s Children’s 


Hospital in Louisville and the 
surgery, pioneered by neurosur 
geons from the University of 
Louisville School of Medicine, 
was performed in October. 
During the 17 hours the oper­ 
ation lasted, the neurosurgeon 
took only two brief breaks. 
Both he and the anesthesiolog­ 
ist spoke to the woman during 
the operation. 
The patient, who had to re­ 
main extremely still when the 
surgeon was working, was giv­ 
en several breaks to change 
her position slightly. Toward 
the end of the operation, when 
the malformation had been re­ 
moved, she was given a gener­ 
al anesthetic and allowed to 
sleep.

The financial plight of New York and a few other large 
cities to one side, America’s cities are, in the aggregate, 
making ends meet. 
According to U.S. Census Bureau data, municipalities 
took in a total of $52.8 billion in fiscal 1974, an increase of 
9 per cent over the previous year Expenditures totalled 
$52.2 billion, an 8.8 per cent increase. 
A growing proportion of city revenue is coming from 
the federal and state governments, however, in the form 
of grants-in-aid and shared taxes. Federal support rose 
from 3.5 per cent to 12.4 per cent of general revenue in 
fiscal ’74 and state aid went up from 17.3 to 23.7 per cent.

Creation of the CFTC was a 
badly needed step that promised 
to reduce the coziness between 
regulators and the regulated. So 
it is disturbing to learn that the 
acting executive director of the 
CFTC, Beverly Splane, has been 
hired 
as 
executive 
vice- 
president of the Chicago Mer­ 
cantile Exchange, one of the 
exchanges the federal agency 
regulates. 
As a former White House 
personnel aide, Splane screened 
applicants for the five-member 
CFTC and was influential in 
staffing the agency. She then

executive director, a post she 
held for six months. The Chicago 
M ercantile

before the CFTC. Splane said 
that before negotiating with the 
exchange for the job she ob­ 
tained an opinion from the 
CFTC's general counsel that 
there would be no conflict-of- 
interest or law violation in her 
joining the private firm.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON - During the 
Nixon years, law and order were 
honored more in the preachment 
than the practice. 
The term was introduced to 
politics by Richard Kleindienst, 
who suggested “ law and order” 
as a campaign cry for Barry 
Goldwater in 1964. John Mitchell 
picked it up in 1968 and made it 
the main theme of Richard 
Nixon’s campaign Spiro Agnew 
gave loud voice to 
“ law and 
order" on the campaign trail. 
As 
their 
reward, 
Agnew, 
M itchell 
and 
K leindienst 
became the chief promotors of 
law and order in the Nixon 
Administration. They joined in 
January, 1972, in proclaiming a 
major new anti-crime program. 
They voted, at a cost of $160 
million, to reduce crime in eight 
targeted cities by five per cent 
in two years and up to 20 per 
cent in five years 
The 
three 
law -and-order 
stalwarts later stumbled over 
the law themselves and wound 
up 
in varying degrees of 
jeopardy 
before the courts 
T heir 
anti-crim e program , 
sadly, didn’t fare much better. 
The 
Law 
Enforcem ent 
A ssistance 
A dm inistration 
(LEAA) insists it is too early to 
assess the 
im pact 
of 
the 
program 
upon crim e. 
The 
agency’s own crime figures, 
upon which tlie program was 
based, are still unavailable. 
But the F’BI’s crime statistics 
have become the official yar­ 
dstick of just how much evil 
lurks in the hearts of men These 
figures, which are accepted as 
scripture 
by 
lawm en 
everywhere, 
showthat 
total 
crime in the eight targeted cities 
did not drop five per cent but 
shot up more than 43 per cent 
during the 
two-year, 1972-74 
period 
In all fairness, the $160 million 
was disburseed with the par­ 
ticu lar 
intent of reducing 
homicide, rape, robbery and 
aggravated assault. In these 


categories, the eight cities did 
better, with an average increase 
of only 10.2 per cent Two of the 
cities, 
Dallas 
and 
Newark, 
actually showed small declines 
in these more grievous crimes. 
From 
LEAA’s 
confidential 
files, we have learned how some 
of the $160 million was spent. It 
might be enlightening to com­ 
pare the expenditures with the 
crime figures: 
- In Atlanta, a full $1.5 million 
was 
spent 
to 
purchase 
helicopters to increase police 
“ visibility.” 
Another 
$72,750 
went “to modify existing field 
report forms.” and $28,246 was 
used to hire an administrative 
assistant for the police chief. 
None of this kept the crime rate 
from soaring 46.4 per cent. 
- In Baltimore, $442,845 was 
awarded to hire civilians for 
deskwork and, thereby, to free 
policem en to 
fight crim e 
Another $420,777 was invested in 
a helicopter patrol, and $204,000 
was 
spent 
for 
guards, 
TV 
monitors and intercoms to keep 
an eye and ear on public housing 
projects. Crime in Baltimore, 
nevertheless, shot up an alar­ 
ming 49.6 per cent 
-- 
The 
city 
of Cleveland 
wangled $100,000 from LEAA for 
publicity. 
This 
didn’t 
deter 
crime, which rose 26.7 per cent 
-- Dallas spent $54,102 on a 
disbanded program to tie 50 
sensory burglar alarm s to a 
helicopter 
response 
system 
Total crime, up 81.9 per cent, 
reached greater heights than the 
helicopters. 
- Denver spent $522,000 of its 
federal allotment 
for 
street 
lighting, but the extra light 
didn’t 
seem 
to 
hinder 
the 
criminals. The crime rate was 
up 22.5 per cent. 
- Newark also tried to shine 
more light on crime, with a 
$107,200 expenditure on street 
lights. An internal report also 
criticizes the city for failing to 
complete its “evaluations ” The 
Newark crime rate has moved 
up 4.7 per cent 
- Portland, Ore , was granted 
$5,471,581 for adult corrections 
projects Yet as erf Sept 30,1974, 


other places these companies 
can mine.

The rate of withdrawals, they 
warn, may soon bring us to the 
point where our checks begin to 
bounce.

Pulling the Plug: 
General Strike Cliffhanger - 
or, How A City Was Almost 
Paralyzed 
NEW HAVEN, Conn - For 
stark realism this supposedly 
bucolic town is tougher and its 
main streets more deserted at 
night than the Yale University 
theatre. But a real-life dram a 
was played out here last week 
which deserves reviewing - the 
danger of a general strike which 
could have pulled the plug on the 
city’s vital organs for a day. 
For 
m onths 
now 
alm ost 
whenever conflict has developed 
between low cash cities and 
their civil service eimployes, the 
municipal central labor council 
leaders swiftly threatened a 
general 
stoppage. 
T hat’s 
playing with 
political, 
com­ 
m ercial 
and 
industrial 
dynamite 
Here during a teachers strike, 
even 
the 
president 
of 
the 
Greater New Haven Central 
Labor Council, the very man 
who was set to paralyze this 
little apple for a full day, told 
me, “ But thank God this all 
didn’t have to happen .” 
It is this man, Vincent J. 
Sirabella, wearing several hats 
inside 
labor, 
who 
first 
threatened the general strike 
and then conceded that the unions 
might, or would if they could, 
permit fire, police protection, 
electric power for hospitals and 
other really essential services 
Who’s to make that decision? 
Why should ft be n the hands of a 
central labor council led by the 
nation’s Sirabellas? (He also is 
regional general organizer for 
the 
Hotel and 
R estaurant 
Employees 
and 
Bartenders 
Union and business agent for a 
local of 1,500 workers at Yale 
University.) 
Sirabella says he would have 
shut Yale "down tight.” No 
cultural loss, perhaps, to some. 
But 
doesn’t this begin to 
resemble the Latin American 
approach to political or in­ 
dustrial control of colleges if 
carried to any extreme? Or if a 
precedent is set9 
Fact is that the general strike 
threat sprang from an illegal 
stoppage by the local teachers 
federation, There are 1,200 in­ 
structors here Some 400 stayed 
on the job 
Some 800 didn’t 
Some 
of 
the 
strikers were 
“ jailed.” They were dispatched 
by Superior Court Judge George 
Saden to a recently renovated 
Air Force barracks and their- 
dinner for the night was table 
d’hote: veal parmesan, mashed 
potatoes and vegetables, and a 
good dessert 
M any 
“ i n c a r c e r a t e d ” 
teachers took it as a lark though 
heavy fines do, at this writing, 
hang 
over 
them 
But 
deliberately they broke the law 
Of this state statute banning 
teachers walkouts, Sirabella, a 
veteran of 15 years as president 
of the Central Labor Council, 
said: 
“We regard this as a law that 
doesn’t deserve to be respec 
ted.” Later he said it won’t be 
tolerated nor would the jailings 
If Sirabella and his colleagues 
are going to be selective law- 
abiding citizens, they’d better 
take heed, look around them and 
scan the nation This selectivity 


would be a precedent dangerous 
for those inside labor. 
Until the teachers’ stoppage 
ended, the general strike threat 
hung like smog over this tense 
New FIngland community: 
“We were absolutely geared 
up for action,” Sirabella told 
me. “ I have never seen such 
cohesion 
within 
the 
labor 
movement in my 15 years as 
president of the council. I would 
have liked to see everything shut 
down. But 1 cannot guarantee 
that it would have been the 
electric plug which would have 
been pulled. 
"But 1 do know that we would 
have had 80 per cent of the city 
standing 
still. 
We 
had 
the 
support 
of 
the 
T ransport 
W orkers 
Union 
and 
the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
No 
railroads, 
no buses, 
no 
transport 
would 
have 
been 
moving. 
We 
had 
the 
auto 
workers and the United Elec­ 
trical Workers with us 
“ Yale University would have 
been closed down tight and we 
had an agreement with the 
school of no retribution towards 
our m embers.” 


In the face of this general 
stoppage, and the loss of several 
million 
dollars 
in 
hotel, 
restaurant, supermarket and 
other commercial and business 
enterprises, and always aware 
that a general stoppage could 
get out of hand, the authorities 
yielded somewhat. The threat 
for the moment was over But 
not the precedent of a general 
strike cliffhanger. 
Some 
of 
the 
Connecticut 
teachers 
did 
w hat 
com es 
naturally - they moved 2.000 
men and women into Hartford 
and picketed the state capital 
demanding repeal of the anti­ 
strike law. 
But Sirabella and his Central 
Labor Council actually con­ 
templated pulling the plug on 
the respirator which pumps life 
into 
the 
com m unity 
and 
university. 
Why 
should any 
group of citizens have such 
power? 


The 
Connecticut 
Superior 
Court, in the person of George 
Saden, hardly a hanging judge, 
put it right 
“ If you think it is sm art to 
violate the law, if you think it is 
sm art to decide for yourselves 
what you think is nght, then you 
have 
taken 
the first step 
toward what amounts to anar­ 
chy.” he told the teachrs 
And earlier he had warned: 
"It seems to me that it’s time 
that you 
. . realize that in this 
city and other cities, a teacher 
group is not the sun which the 
rest of the universe revolves 
around ” Bad gram mar.

One of these days, as the 
financial crunch New York-izes

“ ‘Excess profits! ’ cried the cow. 
“Capitalist leech! ’ screamed the duck. 
“I demand equal rights!’ yelled the goose. And they 
painted ‘unfair’ picket signs and marched round and 
round the little red hen, shouting obscenities. 
“When the government agent came, he said to the little 
red hen, ‘You must not be greedy.’ 
“But 
I earned the bread,’ said the little red hen. 
“ ‘Exactly,’ said the agent. ‘That is the wonderful free 
enterprise system.

CITY REVENUE 
The financial plight of New York and a few other large 
cities to one side, America’s cities are, in the aggregate, 
making ends meet. 
According to U.S. Census Bureau data, municipalities 
took in a total of $52.8 billion in fiscal 1974, an increase of 
9 per cent over the previous year. Expenditures totalled 
$52.2 billion, an 8.8 per cent increase. 
A growing proportion of city revenue is coming from 
the federal and state governments, however, in the form 
of grants-in-aid and shared taxes. Federal support rose 
from 3.5 per cent to 12.4 per cent of general revenue in 
fiscal ’74 and state aid went up from 17.3 to 23.7 per cent. 
In other words, well over a third of all municipal 
revenue that year was not generated by the cities 
themselves. 
A reflection of this is the fact that, while property 
taxation continues to be the single most important source 
of city income, as a percentage of total revenues it 
declined from 41.2 to 27.7 per cent.

MR. MOYNIHAN’S 
TWO BITS 
Since there is no 
way on 
earth for the United States to get 
its money’s worth out of the UN, 
most Americans 
take what 
comfort they can from being 
represented by a man like 
Daniel P. 
Moynihan, 
who 
doesn’t shrink from getting his 
two bits’worth. 
Moynihan, 
a 
H arvard 
professor who has flitted in and 
out of the last four presidential 
administrations, 
not 
always 
with the greatest of ease or 
grace, has been doing an ad­ 
mirable job at the big Glass 
House in New York. When he 
took, over as ambassador last 
spring, he put an end to the 
custom ary 
mealy-mouthed 
diplomatic double-talk one 
expects in UN circles. Moynihan 
pledged to tell it like it is. That 
he has done. 
Plain speaking is offensive to 
many members of the striped 
pants 
set, 
and 
evidently 
Moynihan 
ruffled more than 
the Arabs and the Africans with 
his blunt approach. No less a 
dignitary than Ivor Richard, 
Britain’s ambassador to the 
United 
Nations, 
criticized 
M oynihan. 
A m b assa d o r 
Richard 
compared 
his 
American colleague to Wyatt 
Earp, Savonarola and King 
Lear, all in the same breath, 
which is no mean trick. 
Freedom 
of 
speech 
is 
guaranteed to citizens in the 
United States and is a courtesy 
extended to foreign visitors. 
Moynihan evidently wasn’t too 
annoyed at what Richard had 
said 
about 
him. 
Moynihan 
suspected that Richard was 
prompted by Secretary of State 
Kissinger to snipe at him. Now 
there’s another matter! 
NO ONE TO MINCE WORDS, 
Moynihan let it be known in the 
highest quarters, the White 
House itself, that he would 
resign if he did not enjoy the 
support of the President. This 
threat, delivered appropriately 
from the bar in the UN lounge, 
brought 
an 
invitation 
from 
President Ford for an internal 
summit meeting with Moynihan 
and Kissinger. 
When the session adjourned it 
was with an expression of 
“confidence” in the ambassador 
by President Ford and with 
assurances from Kissinger that 
Moynihan’s work was ap­ 
preciated. 
If indeed Kissinger attempted 
to undercut Moynihan, it was a 
serious miscalculation. While a 
great many Americans would 
prefer to see this nation pull out 
of the UN, there is a deter­ 


mination that, lacking this step, 
the U.S. 
must speak out 
forecefully against the tyranny 
and despotism of the so-called 
“ Third 
World’’ 
countries. 
Moynihan has been doing his job 
effectively. 
In previous administrations 
Moynihan has served as an 
assistant Secretary of Labor, as 
a presidential counselor and as 
Ambassador to India. 
It is 
believed President Ford was 
prompted to name him to the UN 
post after Moynihan wrote an 
article last March in Com­ 
mentary magazine, saying it 
was time that the American 
ambassador “came to be feared 
in international forums for the 
truths he might tell.” In the 
same article Moynihan took a 
slap at the shopworn British 
Socialist 
doctrine 
being 
preached in the Third World 
countries. This may still stick in 
the craw of British Ambassador 
Richard, 
Moynihan’s 
vocal 
critic. 
MOYNIHAN IS AT HIS BEST 
when under direct attack. When 
Tanzania threatened to vote 
against the United States on the 
issue of Puerto Rico, Moynihan 
let it be known that “the United 
States would consider this a 
flagrant interference into in­ 
ternal affairs and an unfriendly 
act.” Tanzania backed down 
and

with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON - During the 
Nixon years, law and order were 
honored more in the preachment 
than the practice. 
The term was introduced to 
politics by Richard Kleindienst, 
who suggested “law and order” 
as a campaign cry for Barry 
Goldwater in 1964. John Mitchell 
picked it up in 1968 and made it 
the main theme of Richard 
Nixon’s campaign. Spiro Agnew 
gave loud voice to “law and 
order” on the campaign trail. 
As 
their 
reward, 
Agnew, 
Mitchell 
and 
Kleindienst 
became the chief promotors of 
law and order in the Nixon 
Administration. They joined in 
January, 1972, in proclaiming a 
major new anti-crime program. 
They voted, at a cost of $160 
million, to reduce crime in eight 
targeted cities by five per cent 
in two years and up to 20 per 
cent in five years. 
The 
three 
law-and-order 
stalwarts later stumbled over 
the law themselves and wound 
up in varying degrees of 
jeopardy 
before the courts. 
Their anti-crim e program , 
sadly, didn’t fare much better. 
The 
Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration 
(LEAA) insists it is too early to 
assess the impact of the 
program upon crime. The 
agency’s own crime figures, 
upon which the program was 
based, are still unavailable. 
But the FBI’s crime statistics 
have become the official yar­ 
dstick of just how much evil 
lurks in the hearts of men. These 
figures, which are accepted as 
scripture 
by 
lawmen 
everywhere, 
showthat 
total 
crime in the eight targeted cities 
did not drop five per cent but 
shot up more than 43 per cent 
during the two-year, 1972-74 
period. 
In all fairness, the $160 million 
was disburseed with the par­ 
ticular intent of reducing 
homicide, rape, robbery and 
aggravated assault. In these 


categories, the eight cities did 
better, with an average increase 
of only 10.2 per cent. Two of the 
cities, 
Dallas 
and 
Newark, 
actually showed small declines 
in these more grievous crimes. 
From 
LEAA’s confidential 
files, we have learned how some 
of the $160 million was spent. It 
might be enlightening to com­ 
pare the expenditures with the 
crime figures: 
- In Atlanta, a full $1.5 million 
was 
spent 
to 
purchase 
helicopters to increase police 
“visibility.” 
Another 
$72,750 
went “to modify existing field 
report forms.” and $28.246 was 
used to hire an administrative 
assistant for the police chief. 
None of this kept the crime rate 
from soaring 46.4 per cent. 
-- In Baltimore, $442,845 was 
awarded to hire civilians for 
deskwork and, thereby, to free 
policemen to fight crime. 
Another $420,777 was invested in 
a helicopter patrol, and $204,000 
was 
spent 
for guards, 
TV 
monitors and intercoms to keep 
an eye and ear on public housing 
projects. Crime in Baltimore, 
nevertheless, shot up an alar­ 
ming 49.6 per cent. 
-- The city of Cleveland 
wangled $100,000 from LEAA for 
publicity. 
This 
didn’t deter 
crime, which rose 26.7 per cent. 
- Dallas spent $54,102 on a 
disbanded program to tie 50 
sensory burglar alarms to a 
helicopter 
response 
system. 
Total crime, up 81.9 per cent, 
reached greater heights than the 
helicopters. 
- Denver spent $522,000 of its 
federal allotment for street 
lighting, but the extra light 
didn’t 
seem 
to hinder 
the 
criminals. The crime rate was 
up 22 .5 per cent. 
- Newark also tried to shine 
more light on crime, with a 
$107,200 expenditure on street 
lights. An internal report also 
criticizes the city for failing to 
complete its “evaluations.” The 
Newark crime rate has moved 
up 4.7 per cent. 
- Portland, Ore., was granted 
$5,471,581 for adult corrections 
projects. Yet as of Sept. 30,1974, 


according to a report buried in 
the files, “only $15,340 or .3 per 
cent of the total ... had been 
expended.”

$173,000 
for 
street 
lighting. 
The 
crim e 
rate, 
nevertheless, skyrocketed 57.6 
per cent. 
- The same report charges 
that St. Louis rushed ahead with 
projects “until the budget was 
exhausted, 
independent

dianted master plan or baseline 
data.” The crime rate, ac­ 
cordingly, zoomed 55 .9 per cent. 
Footnote: 
An 
official 
spokesman explained to our 
associate, Bob Owens, that the 
money was supposed to provide 
“more bang for the buck.” The 
spokesman insisted that there 
had been “individual project 
successes” and a “number of 
instances” of reduced crime 
goals. 
AGNEW MUZZLED: In an 
earlier column, we reported the 
backstage events that forced 
Spiro Agnew out of the vice 
presidency and lost him the 
chance to become President. 
According to sources close to 
him, 
Agnew 
feels

euchred out of office by former 
President Richard Nixon and is 
eager to tell the story. 
However, the former Vice 
President is “muzzled,” said a 
friend, for another four vears.

Pulling the Plug: 
General Strike Cliffhanger - 
or, How A City Was Almost 
Paralyzed 
NEW HAVEN, Conn. - For 
stark realism this supposedly 
bucolic town is tougher and its 
main streets more deserted at 
night than the Yale University 
theatre. But a real-life drama 
was played out here last week 
which deserves reviewing - the 
danger of a general strike which 
could have pulled the plug on the 
city’s vital organs for a day. 
For 
months now almost 
whenever conflict has developed 
between low cash cities and 
their civil service eimployes, the 
municipal central labor council 
leaders swiftly threatened a 
general 
stoppage. 
That’s 
playing with 
political, com­ 
m ercial 
and 
industrial 
dynamite. 
Here during a teachers strike, 
even 
the 
president 
of 
the 
Greater New Haven Central 
Labor Council, the very man 
who was set to paralyze this 
little apple for a full day, told 
me, “But thank God this all 
didn’t have to happen.” 
It is this man, Vincent J. 
Sirabella, wearing several hats 
inside 
labor, 
who 
first 
threatened the general strike 
and then conceded that the unions 
might, or would if they could, 
permit fire, police protection; 
electric power for hospitals and 
other really essential services 
Who’s to make that decision? 
Why should it be in the hands of a 
central labor council led by the 
nation’s Sirabellas? (He also is 
regional general organizer for 
the 
Hotel and Restaurant 
Employees 
and 
Bartenders 
Union and business agent for a 
local of 1,500 workers at Yale 
University.) 
Sirabella says he would have 
shut Yale “down tight.” No 
cultural loss, perhaps, to some. 
But doesn’t this begin to 
resemble the Latin American 
approach to political or in­ 
dustrial control of colleges if 
carried to any extreme? Or if a 
precedent is set? 
Fact is that the general strike 
threat sprang from an illegal 
stoppage by the local teachers 
federation. There are 1,200 in­ 
structors here. Some 400 stayed 
on the job. Some 800 didn’t. 
Some of the strikers were 
“jailed.” They were dispatched 
by Superior Court Judge George 
Saden to a recently renovated 
Air Force barracks and their- 
dinner for the night was table 
d’hote: veal parmesan, mashed 
potatoes and vegetables, and a 
good dessert. 
M any 
“ in c a r c e r a te d ” 
teachers took it as a lark though 
heavy fines do, at this writing, 
hang 
over 
them. 
But 
deliberately they broke the law. 
Of this state statute banning 
teachers walkouts, Sirabella, a 
veteran of 15 years as president 
of the Central Labor Council, 
said: 
“We regard this as a law that 
doesn’t deserve to be respec­ 
ted.” Later he said it won’t be 
tolerated nor would the jailings. 
If Sirabella and his colleagues 
are going to be selective law- 
abiding citizens, they’d better 
take heed, look around them and 
scan the nation. This selectivity 


would be a precedent dangerous 
for those inside labor. 
Until the teachers’ stoppage 
ended, the general strike threat 
hung like smog over this tense 
New England community: 
“We were absolutely geared 
up for action,” Sirabella told 
me. “I have never seen such 
cohesion 
within the 
labor 
movement in my 15 years as 
president of the council. I would 
have liked to see everything shut 
down. But I cannot guarantee 
that it would have been the 
electric plug which would have 
been pulled. 
“But I do know that we would 
have had 80 per cent of the city 
standing still. 
We had the 
support 
of 
the Transport 
Workers 
Union 
and 
the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
No railroads, no buses, no 
transport 
would 
have 
been 
moving. 
We 
had 
the 
auto 
workers and the United Elec­ 
trical Workers with us. 
“Yale University would have 
been closed down tight and we 
had an agreement with the 
school of no retribution towards 
our members.” 


In the face of this general 
stoppage, and the loss of several 
million 
dollars 
in 
hotel, 
restaurant, supermarket and 
other commercial and business 
enterprises, and always aware 
that a general stoppage could 
get out of hand, the authorities 
yielded somewhat. The threat 
for the moment was over. But 
not the precedent of a general 
strike cliffhanger. 
Some 
of 
the 
Connecticut 
teachers 
did 
what 
comes 
naturally - they moved 2,000 
men and women into Hartford 
and picketed the state capital 
demanding repeal of the anti­ 
strike law. 
But Sirabella and his Central 
Labor Council actually con­ 
templated pulling the plug on 
the respirator which pumps life 
into 
the 
community 
and 
university. 
Why should any 
group of citizens have such 
power? 


The 
Connecticut 
Superior 
Court, in the person of George 
Saden, hardly a hanging judge, 
put it right: 
“If you think it is sm art to 
violate the law, if you think it is 
smart to decide for yourselves 
what you think is right, then you 
have taken the first step 
toward what amounts to anar­ 
chy,” he told the teachrs. 
And earlier he had warned: 
“It seems to me that it’s time 
that you . . . realize that in this 
city and other cities, a teacher 
group is not the sun which the 
rest of the universe revolves 
around.” Bad grammar. Good 
judgment. Bad astronomy, but 
down to earth.

D etective Sgt. Dan Hinton of the Crim inal Investigation Division 
of the Sikeston police force and Lt W alter Wilson, a Sikeston police 
juvenile officer, spoke recently to the W oman’s Club in the Sikeston 
L ibrary on the use and abuse of drugs and alcohol. 
Sgt. Hinton said there is a wide use of am phetam ines a s thesse 
are prescribed by doctors to help people lose weight for 30 days at a 
time. He said many problem s a rise from the careless placing of 
bottles of pills within easy reach of children who m ay easily take an 
overdose becaus of the colors or because they see parents using 
them frequently Children between the a g e s of 9 and 12 are p ar­ 
ticularly attracted to these and other drugs used around the house, 
such a s those used for headaches, etc. 
Under the heading of barbiturates, the so-called downers, affect 
the central nervous system . When taken in large doses than 
prescribed, barbiturates are addictive, he said 
Hallucinogens are not generally used in this area a s young people 
are fearful of them. It h as been known, however, that youngsters 
have been tricked into the use of them 
Sgt Hinton referred to the dangers of LSD and the possibility of 
trips w hich can recur from 18 months to 15 y ears from the date of the 
first one He stated a case that was familiar nationwide—the case of 
Art Linkletter’s daughter who died because 
of a recurring trip 
Under the indluence of this drug a person could try to fly like a bird 
or try to hurt som eone. If the trip occurred years later when flying a 
plane, sw im m ing, driving a car or boat, results could be disastrous. 
M arijuana is addictive on a psychological b asis, he said. After 
trying it for a while there is a strong utge to try som ething stronger or 
in increasing am ounts. It is then that such persons look for harder 
drugs. The av erage ag es for the use of these d rugs ran ge from 13 to 
about 22, he noted 
An interesting display of types of drugs, including a sim ulated 
plant of m ariju an a, confiscated w ater pipes and applian ces used in 
this area w as show n by Sgt Hinton 
Sgt Hinton said he w as again st the legalization of m ariju an a a s its 
use could lead to the use of harder drugs. He stated further that the 
nation has nine million alcoholics who are on the roads of A m erica 
and he is again st adding nine million m ore drivers who are on 
m arijuana. 
Lt. Wilson spoke on the juvenile alcohol problem which w as 
rapidly on the increase He pointed out several cases, one of which 
w as that of a boy under the ag e of 12, whose paren ts had left him 
alone while they partied elsew here He got together with two other 
boys who had also been left alone. At their urging, the younger boy 
drank too much liquor and w as found later in a dazed condition 
downtown 
In facing up to the situation of juvenile drinkers, the biggest 
problem seem s to be the parents, who leave liquor w ithin easy reach 
of youngsters while the parents go out for an evening or out of town 
Som estim es parents of young children do not know where their 
children are or who they are with, he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — To some she’s “super stew” — blonde, 
eyelash-batting beauty who captivated television Watergate 
viewers. But as she talks quietly of baking bread and having babies 
she seems more like “just plain Mo. ” 
“Mo” — Maureen Dean — drinks milk, wears a simple cross 
around her neck and smilingly asks a photographer not to take her 
picture while she smokes a cigarette because “ it doesn’t seem 
ladylike.” 
“Mo,” wife of form er presidential counsel John Dean, has written 
a book, “Mo — A Woman’s View of W atergate,” and has begun a six 
week tour promoting the account of their Watergate ordeal. 
“I want children. I want a family. John and I are both ready now,” 
says the 30-yearold former airlines stewardess who sat quietly 
beside her husband, the star witness in the Senate Watergate 
hearings. 
They live in a two-bedroom house in a canyon, overlooking the 
smog of Los Angeles. He has been working full-time on his 
W atergate book and planning others. 
“I’m decorating the house, lunching with friends, playing tennis, 
going to exercise class, entertaining and reading a couple of books a 
week, mostly gothic novels and biography,” she says.

Woman’s Club 


Detective Sgt. Dan Hinton of the Criminal Investigation Division 
of the Sikeston police force and Lt. Walter Wilson, a Sikeston police 
juvenile officer, spoke recently to the Woman’s Club in the Sikeston 
Library on the use and abuse of drugs and alcohol. 
Sgt. Hinton said there is a wide use of amphetamines as thesse 
are prescribed by doctors to help people lose weight for 30 days at a 
time. He said many problems arise from the careless placing of 
bottles of pills within easy reach of children who may easily take an 
overdose becaus of the colors or because they see parents using 
them frequently. Children between the ages of 9 and 12 are par­ 
ticularly attracted to these and other drugs used around the house, 
such as those used for headaches, etc. 
Under the heading of barbiturates, the so-called downers, affect 
the central nervous system. When taken in large doses than 
prescribed, barbiturates are addictive, he said. 
Hallucinogens are not generally used in this area as young people 
are fearful of them. It has been known, however, that youngsters 
have been tricked into the use of them. 
Sgt. Hinton referred to the dangers of LSD and the possibility of 
trips which can recur from 18 months to 15 years from the date of the 
first one. He sighted a case that was familiar nationwide—the case of 
Art Linkletter’s daughter who died because of a recurring trip. 
Under the indluence of this drug a person could try to fly like a bird 
or try to hurt someone. If the trip occurred years later when flying a 
plane, swimming, driving a car or boat, results could be disastrous. 
Marijuana is addictive on a psychological basis, he said. After 
trying it for a while there is a strong ui^e to try something stronger or 
in increasing amounts. It is then that such persons look for harder 
drugs. The average ages for the use of these drugs range from 13 to 
about 22, he noted. 
An interesting display of types of drugs, including a simulated 
plant of marijuana, confiscated water pipes and appliances used in 
this area was shown by Sgt. Hinton. 
Sgt. Hinton said he was against the legalization of m arijuana as its 
use could lead to the use of harder drugs. He stated further that the 
nation has nine million alcoholics who are on the roads of America 
and he is against adding nine million more drivers who are on 
marijuana. 
Lt. W’ilson spoke on the juvenile alcohol problem which was 
rapidly on the increase. He pointed out several cases, one of which 
was that of a boy under the age of 12, whose parents had left him 
alone while they partied elsewhere. He got together with two other 
boys w ho had also been left alone. At their urging, the younger boy 
drank too much liquor and was found later in a dazed condition 
downtown. 
In facing up to the situation of juvenile drinkers, the biggest 
problem seems to be the parents, who leave liquor within easy reach 
of youngsters while the parents go out for an evening or out of town. 
Somestimes parents of young children do not know where their 
children are or who they are with, he said. 
Following a question-and-answer period, Lt. Wilson mentioned 
that ome people believe the police department closes at 6 p.m. He 
made a point of asking that members of the club spread the word 
around that the Sikeston police department operates on a 24-hour 
schedule and they welcome calls from citizens who see or experience 
something suspicious.
